Sprixgrierp, IlL, June 26.—Anarchists
Fielden, Neebe and Schwab were pardoned
by Governor Altgeld to-day. E. P. Dreyer,
who bas been interested in their case from
the start, came from Chicago this morning,
ana, after secaring & pardon for each
of them from the hands eof Governor
Altgeld, left with is tor Johet at
noon. It is supposed Mr. Dreyer's in-
fluence was decisive. It was not even
konow that the case wae heing considered
by the Governor, and his action created
great surprise. Governor Altgeld’s*state-
ment accompanying the pardons contained
17,000 words. The Governor reviews the
story of the Haymarket meeting of
May 4, 1886, in detail, and says
the Laesis of the appeal for par-
don was the petition signea by
peveral thonsand merchants, bankers,
jndges, lawyers and other prominent citi-
zens of Chicago, which, assuming the
prisoners to be guilty, stated the belief
that the prisoners have been puanished
enough, but & number of them who have
examined the case more ourefully Lase
their appeal on entirely different greuuds,

and assert:

First—That the jury which tried the case was
®a packed jury, secared to conviet.

second —That, accordiug to the law as laid
down by the Supreme Court, both prior and sub-
sequent to the trial of this case, the jarors. ac-
cording to their own answers, were not coiupe-
teut jurors, aud the trial was, therefore, not a
legal one.

Third —That the defendants were not proven
to be gulity of the erime charged in the indiet-
ment,

Fourth-—That, as to the deleudant Neebe, the
Ftate's attoruey had declared, at the close of the
evidence, that there was no case agalost hiwm,
snd yet he has been kept in prison all thes-
yenrs,

Filth—~That the trial judge was either so pre-
Judiced agalnst the defendants, or else so deter
termined to win the applause of a cerrasn class
‘1o the community, that he could not and did not
grant a fair trial

Upon the question of having been pun-
fshed enough, | will merely say that if the
deiendants had a fair trial, and nothing
has developed sinee to show that they are
pot guilty of the crime charged in the in-
dictmens, then there ought to be no exeoun-
sive interference for no punishment under
our laws can then be too mueh. Govern-
ment must defend 1tself. Life and proper-
ty must be protected and law and order
must be mantained. Murder must
be puonished, and so 1t the defend-
ants are guilty of murder, either committed
with their own hands or by some one else
aoting on their advice, snd if shey have
had & fair trial thereshould be ir: this case
no executive interference. 7Tle soil of
Awerica is not adapted for the mouth of
Aparchy. While our institn'’*mnas are not
free from injustice, they are .. ! the best
, that bave yet been devised, an.. *.erefore
must boe maintained.

THE GOVERNOR’S REASONS.
On the firet proposition the Governor

shows that the jury wasnot selected 1o the
usual way by drawing names from a box,

‘but that on motion of the State’s attorney
the court appointed Henry L.. Hice as spe-
cial bailift to summon such men as Le saw

fit, and that Rice elected jurymen whom he
kuew 10 be prejudiced against the de-
fendants. By this means, and with the
sid of the cours, which refased
to sustain challenges for ocause, the
defendants were compelled to exhaust the
their peremptory challengesand were torced
10 take prejudiced men. The allegations
that the special deputy was prejudicea and
selected only such men a8 he boasted
“would hang the defenaants” 1s supported
by the attidavis of one of the most prom-
inent business men in Chicago. In this
connection the Gevernor quotes namer-
ons extraocts from the examination
of jurymen, which, he asserts, tends
to show that jurors who bad
poaitively confessed to a pronocunced preju-
dice and hiad ssated that they counld not try
the oase iairly, were taken in baud Ly the
eourt subsequently and persuaded to sy
shat they thought they could give a ver-
diet in accordance with the evidence. In
one case the juror frankly stated that he
was so haondicapped bv his prejudice thas
be could mnot try the case fairly,
bus that the presiding judge, Gary, over-
ruled the challenge for cause, apd in the
presence of the entire pane! remarked,
“*Well, you are sufliciently qualified fer a
juror. The more a man feels that he 18
nunaws?wd. the wmore will he be guarded
sgainst.”

Oun the second point the Governor gunotes
from the record of the Supreme Court of
lllinois, in what was known as the Cronin
case, in wlhioh the examination of jurors
was similar to that pursved in this case
sod in which the jurors’ answered
were almost verbatim as 1n shis,
in which the court beid shat the jurors
were utter!y inmecompetent, and that the
mere fact that the judge had sneeeeded by
an adroit manipulation in getting a juror to
say that be would try the case fairly on the
evidence did nvot make him competent
sfter he had expressed strong prejudice.

On the record question, where the proof
shows the guilt of the defendants, the
Governor first cites the presiding judge’s
theory aa to the gronnd upon which the
conviction was had, nsmely, that it was
ot on acoount of any personal participa-
tion in the act which cansed the deatn of
Degnvn, Lut because the defendants bad ad-
vised by speech and printing general in
terms, violence it 1a shown in this eonnec-
tion thas the prosecution in this way made
it appear that the wan who threw the
bomga acted upon advice given by the ac-
cused.

The Governor says that the actual throw-
ing of the bomb was probably an aot of
vengeance committed by some one who
bad been maltreated by police captain
John Bonfield, whe was in charge of the
sguad of police into which the
bomb was thrown. Nuomerous affi-
davits and statements are quoted showing
that Boutield had been guilty of innumera-
ble acts of viclence and brutality com.
mitied npon workingmen, and by slanders
during times of labor sroubles. That the
aot of throwing the bomb was an act of
one seeking personal revenge 10or outrages
ecommitted by Capsain Bonfield s
made to appear probable from statements
and aTdavits. espeocially when it is
remembered that ouly ome bomb was
thrown, and that if any body “or associa-
tion of men had sssembled for a purpose of
murder or assassination, theiraction would
bhave been concerted, and a number of
bombs conld have been thrown.

CHARGES AGAINST TIHE POLICE.
The Governor also quotes a astatement

made by the then Chief of Police Ebersold, |

polioy of a nuomber of police officials |

to stir wup sentiment and feeling

by largely exaggerating the namber
and activity of the Amnarchists. He
says. referring to one of the officers, a
captain by the name of Schaack, "after we
got the Anarchist societies broken up,
Schaack wanted to send our men to again
organize the pew societies right away.
Yon see what this would do. He wanted
to keep the thing boiling, keeping himself
prominent hefore the pablie. Well, 1 sat
on that., I did not bLelieve in such
work, and, of course, Schaack did not Jike
it. Afver | beard ali that I began to think
there was, perhiaps, not so muech to all thus
Anarchist business as they elaimed, and 1
believe | was right., Schaack thinks he
kuew all about those Anarchista. Why, [
knew more at that time than be knows to-
day sbout them. I was foilowiag closelv.
As soon a8 Schaack began to get some no-
toriety, however, he was spoiled,”

From this 1t appears, says the Governor,
that most of the so-called conspiracies
were really mere creations of police officers
who endeavored to bave them organized
with the hope of gaining glory and reward
by snbsequently discovering them,

In conclusion, the Governor refers to the
conduct of presiding Judge Gary. daring
the trial. He says:

It is further charged with much bitterness by
those who speak for the prisoners that the rec-
ord of the case shows that the judge
conducted the trial with malicious feroeity
and forced elght men to be tried together;
that in cross-examining the State’'s witnesses he
confined counsel for the dafeuse to the specifio
poiuts tourched oun by the State, while in the
cross-examination of the defendant’s witnesses
he permnitted the SBtate’s attorneys to go into all
manper of subjecta entirely forelen to the mat-
ters on which the witnesses wers examined
in chief; also, that every ruling through-
out the long trial, on any contested point,
was in favor of the ESwate, and, farther,
that page after Ewe of the record contains
insmmuating remarks of the judge made in the
hearing of the jury and with the evident in-
tent of bringing the jury to his way of
thinking: that these speeches coming from
the eourt were much more damaging
than any speeches from the Btate's attorney
could possibly have been; that the Btate’s attor-
per often took his cue from the judge's re-
marks; that the judge's magazine article,
recently published, althongh written nearly
six years after, I8 yet full of venom: that
pretending to simply review the case,
be had to drag into his article a letrer written by
an excited wowman Lo a newspaper after the trial
was over, and whieh, therefore, had nothing
whatever to do with the case and was put
into the article simply to create
# prejudice against the woman, as well
a8 against the dead and living: and that, not
content with this, he, in the same article, makes
an insinuating atrack on one of the lawyers for
the defense, not for anything done at
the  trial, but because more than
Y year after the trial, when some
of the defendauts had been hung, he ventured to
exXpreas a few kind, if erroneous, sentiments over
the graves of his dead cllents, whom, he at least,
believed to be innocent. Itis mrged that such
ferocity or subservienoy is without a parallel in
all history; that even Jeffries in England con-
tented himself with hanging his victims and did
pot stoop to berate them after they were dead.

These charges are of a personal char-
acter, and while they seem to be sustained
by the record of she trial and the papers
before me, and to show that the trial was
not fair I will not discusa this feature of
the case any farther, because it is not
necessary., | am convinced that it is my
duty to act in this case to grant an abso-
lute pardon %o gamuel Fielden, Oscar
Neebeand Michael Schwab, this 26th day
of Juune, 18J3.

The Anarchists at Home.

CHicaGco, June 26.—The Anarchists ar-
rived in this city at 7:30 this evening, on
the Santa Fe road. Quite a crowd had
gathered at the Doarborn station to wit-
ness the arrival. The three men and Mr.
Dreyor left the train at Twenty-
third street to avoid a demonstration
and went quietly to their homes. On the
way up from Joliet the three men promised
Mr. Dreyer to eschew anarchy forever.
Schwab expressed the sentiment that
next to freedom the most desir-
able thing was secunity, and the

other two men agreed with him. At
their homes they were greeted by a few of
their friends, who congratulated them on
their retarn. The men were overjoyed at
regaining their freedom. The meeting of
the men with their families was touching.
Governor Altgeld’s action ecreated no
great surprise here. While it was not
looked for to-day, 1t was expeoted from the
Governor's well-known opinions upon the
matter that the pardons were meroly a
pestion of time, and a short time at that,
.ver since the men went toJoliet there has
been a strong movementon foot for their
release. The ygreat mass of Germans, the
Turner societies and the foreign element
gecerally have been strong in urging their
freedom. Few petitions 8o |arge as
those sent in behalf of Schwab,
Firelden and Neebe were ever

prevared in this country. They came
from all parts of America, and included as
signers men of every stamp of opinion and
every grade of position and wealth. The
Chioago papers comment on the pardoning
of the Anarchists as follows:

Tines: These men were wrong, butnot ecapi-
tally wrong, In the method of their agitation for
redress of what they considered grievances.
Governor Altgelt has done no more than right
:!n giving them freedom for the rest of their

ays.

Inter Ocean: Governor Altgeld has exercised
Lhis constitutional right. But he did not stop
with the exercize of Lis prerogative. He went
out of his way to criticise the judge who pre-
fided over the trial court and the chief detective
who ferreted out the testimony in the case, This
was without excuse and poaitively outrageous.

Herald: Overzealous friends of the par-
doned men may make the mistake of olaiming
that the action taken yesaterday by Governor
Altgeld removes the stain of guailt from the mem-
ories of the Anarchists who stop at Waldhelm,
It does nothing of the sort.

UNPFPROVOKED MURDER,

Ciay Clty Desperado Shoots James Biggs—
Talk of Another Lynching.

Cray Ciry, Ind., June 26.—Poor Jim
Biggs, the victim of Silas Owens’s murder-
ous bullet Iriday night, died here this
morning. All Clay City is fariously indig-
nant, and there are strong indications of a

mob going to Brazil, where Owens 1s incar-
cerated, and string up she desperado,

Biggs was a steady, peaceful miner, who
recently came here from Kentucky. He
had the respect of all his companions, and

had otlered no insult to Owens.

The unprovoked shooting was one of the
most infamous crimes ever committed here.
Uwens has beon noted as an all-round
tough for years, A fow years agu he
shot Jim Cook, almost killing bim.
Friday night he got on a spree,
and ronning across Bigge accused him of

throwing rocks at him. Before Biggs had
time to guard against any danger Owens
fired, striking bhim in the neck, the ball

ranging upward and lodging somewhere at
the base of theskull. Bigugs was paralyzed
in bis lower limbs and partially so 1n his
arms. He was delirious at times and lin-
gered in great agony until death came,
Before the shooting of Biggs, Owens had
been firing his revolver on the streets, but
as usual the marshal did not molest him,
The marshal 18 severely eriticised for not
taking charge of sunch characters before it
is too late to ayert trouble,

fused to quarrel with bim. I'his morning
the two men met in the street, and Stuart
demanded the letters Hutoheratt recvived,
saying: “U'nless you give them to me with-
in & week 1 will kili you,” Hutcheraft re.
plied: "You canpos get the letters, but I
will show them to any friend youn will
pame,” and then walked away from Stuart.
They met again soon aiter. Stuart once
more demanded the letters, and struck
Huatcheralt three times over the head with
a loaded cane. Hutcherafs drew his pistol
and shot three times, one ball lodging in
the right breast, one 1u the left breast and
the other under the loft eye, the last ball
striking in tbhe identical place where
Stuart’'s wife was shot. Stonart tried 10
draw his pistol, but was not quick enough.
Hutclicratt 1s about lifty years old, and has
a wife and three cbildren. After the kill-
ing Hatcherait fainted from loss of blood
from his wounds.
